Better late than never? Welcome to the long-delayed second issue ofDELIRIUM.the essential reference guide 
to trash cinema. 

For various reasons it's taken much longer than I anticipated to pull togetherthe second part of what I hope you will find 
is an essential reference guide to Italian 'exploitation' cinema. The period covered here, 1975 -1979, takes in some of 
thescuzziestfilms ever made, but also some of the most perversely enjoyable. If you have reservations aboutgratuitous 
sex 'n' violence then you're obviously reading the wrong publication. There are some significant improvements in this 
issue, with clearer visuals, more complete credits and most importantly, lots of reviews. The video information was 
added at the eleventh hour and is therefore somewhat patchy. With the assistance of readers I hope to develop this 
area. 


The response toissue one was veryfavourable and I am delighted that I have been able to include a number ofguestreviews 
from people who expressed a keen interest in the DELIRIUM concept There were a few voices of dissent mainly from 
those who cant understand that having easy access to information on films adds to the experience of actually watching 
them. Unfortunately,therewillalwaysbecertainpeoplewho prefer to remain happily ignorant. DELIRIUM remains primarily 
a reference publication but the inclusion of morereviews.withtheaddeddiversityofopinion, makes fora more interesting 
read. For films which I've not seen I've given a brief plot summary. These summaries are culled mainly from Italian 
reference sources so don't blame me if what you see here bears little relation to the some of the films themselves! 

I Ve included as many films as space permits while trying to reflect the range of subject matter encompassed by the 
exploitationgenre:sex/porn, horror,gialli, sci-fi, nasty Nazis, mondo, nunsand women-in-prison films are all represented 
here, along witha few genre related'comedies'. Had lmoretime(!)lwould have likedto expand coverage to includeviolent 
crime thrillers like Mario Caiano's MILANO VIOLENTA (1976), NAPOU SPARA! (1977) and Mario Pinzautfs DUE 
MAGNUM 38 PER UN CITTA' Dl CAROGNE (1975). 

The next issue of DELIRIUM (out sometime in 1994) will be a complete change, a one-off special devoted to the King 
of Radiactive Lizards-GODZILLA. Aside from the conclusion of the Italian filmography future issueswill be devoted to 
British, Mexican and Spanish exploitation.

DirectorPittottu previously co-scripted a dull 'conspiracy theory' 
giallo, ABUSODIPOTERE/SHADOWS UNSEEN (1972).

Anabove- 
average thriller which is easily the best film that director Cozzi 
has made. There is an unsettling tone which is manifested most 
prominently when the film cross-cutsbetween a lusty sex session 
in the back seat of a car and a vicious rape. Although Cozzi's 
later films, such as STAR CRASH(1978), HERCULES (1983) and 
THE BLA CK CAT (1990), are undeniably fun, they are generally 
characterised by throwaway plots and tacky special effects.

This juvenile spoof comes over as a sort of 'Benny Hill Meets 
the Exorcist'. A chubby boy finds an ancient icon and is soon 
up to devilish behaviour such as stealing womens'panties. 
The resulting buffoonery is difficult to endure, even with the 
assistance of the fast-forward button. Popular comedian Ciccio 
Ingrassia also appeared in a Dracula send up, directed by Lucio 
Fulci, the same year. It's intriguing to note the presence of 
Sergio Garrone as production manager before he went on to 
direct unsavoury offerings like SS EXPERIMENT CAMP. 

Second Opinion: THE EXORCIST not only spawned many Italo 
copies and unauthorized sequels but also this parody. 
L'ESORCICCIOisa typical example of 70's 'commedia all'italiana,' 
a genre that is deeply rooted in Italian popular culture and is 
difficult to understand or appreciate by foreigners. L'ESORCICCIO 
was made during a period when the comedy duo Franco Franchi 
and Ciccio Ingrassia had split up, although they teamed up again 
for more tv shows and movies until Franchi's deathin 1992. The 
plot is a collection of gags and humourous situations in which 
Ingrassia, playing a swindler fake exorcist, has to help Lino Banfi 
(another icon of Italian comedy) and his family, who are pos¬ 
sessed one after another by the devil in an amulet. In the end, 
everbody is possessed, including the exorciccio himself. In one 
scene, a Franco Franchi impersonator is thrown out of a window 
without ceremony. Clearly there was no love lost between Franco 
and Ciccio at the time this movie was made. Max Della Mora

Anyone expecting the crude cinematic techniques 
ofBianchi's infamous LENOTTI DEL TERRORE/THE NIGHTS 
OF TERROR (1980), is in for a surprise: this sleazy giallo hides 
its inherent griminess behind a glossy facade of crystalline 
widescreen photography and trendy Seventies fashions. Despite 
containing the usual perfunctory sexual distractions and a truly 
useless red herring, the narrative is cleanly plotted and the 
climatically revealed motive for the killings is gratifyingly taste¬ 
less. Excellently cast, there is the added pleasure of sparkling 
performances from Fenech (dressed by Levi's) and Schurer 
(underwear by Kentelle). The whole thing is topped off with a 
superb score, featuring Pisano's trademark musical score and 
high-pitched female vocals. Has replaced MACABRE as my 
favourite movie... Mark Ashworth

A man in a sportscar roams the countryside, picking up a hitch¬ 
hiker, a hooker, a drunkard and a couple offramps. He offers them 
hospitality in a luxurious villa. The house is owned by his wealthy 
sister, Tina, and her husband, a mad scientist who carries out 
weird experiments with human body parts. The diabolical couple 
entertain their guests with booze, drugs and an LSD orgy in a room 
full of distorted mirrors. The guests begin to disappear one by one. 
The hippy couple descend into the cellar, where they find a cold 
store full of naked corpses. They are captured by Alfiero, and are 
forced to witness the murder of the hooker, who is attached to a 
machine (looking like a leftover from DR WHO!) which drains her 
blood. The ' mystery’ is thus revealed: the rich couple host 
homeless disposable' people, in order to drain theirblood which 
they sell to warring Third World countries! Just as their hideous 
schemes are revealed, a detective breaks in and destroys the 
blood-sucking machine, but not before Tina has fallen victim to 
it... A true cult movie. The film was apparently made in 1971, but 
remained unreleased until 1975. Unbridled kitsch dominates 
every shot, putting it in the same category as Edward D. Wood's 
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or Ted V. Mikels most staggering works. To find other films of 
this ilk, you have to seek out Cesare Canevari's opera omnia,' 
or the rarest Renato Polselli films. This is not your usual 'so- 
bad-it's-good' film; in fact it's not that bad...it's simply the 
UGLIEST! Every aspect ofIL PRATO, from dialogue to photog¬ 
raphy, from costumes (Tarascio sports the biggest, most 
offensive bow ties overseen) to sets, is the epitome of Seventies 
ribaldry. The script is decidely 'delirious' and the actors all 
appear to be high on drugs. Never mind the clumsy social 
message - the wealthy bourgeois draining the blood of the 
homeless to get richer - just enjoy the mind warping experience. 
This is Ghione's third and best directorial effort, he had a 
promising debut in 1968 with LA RIVOLUZIONE SESSUALE, a 
sleazy comedy co-scripted by Dario Argento, but he was never 
able to top the fascinating ugliness of IL PRATO.

Emilia-Romagna, Northern Italy. The 1950's : A young painter, 
Stefano, travels to a small village to restore a fresco which a local 
artist - dubbed "The Painter of Agonies" by the townsfolk - had 
painted on the wall of the church. It's a graphic depiction of St. 
Sebastian being tortured to death by two figures, and Antonio, a 
friend ofStefano's, reveals that he has discovered a strange story 
about it and a house with windows"that laugh." Thatnight, Antonio 
is killed, and as more pieces of the puzzle fit together Stefano 
learns the horrible truth about the decadent artist and his obses¬ 
sion with death. Avati tells his story with exceptional skill and 
control, managing to create a stifling atmosphere of morbidity and 
horror. The details of the artist's incestuous relationship with his 
two sisters, his violent suicide when he discovered he had 
syphilis, and the priest's tale of how the church was used by the 
Nazis as a storehouse for corpses all add to the oppressive 
feeling of degeneracy and madness. Like Fellini (also from 
Emilia-Romagna), Avati is very much 'in touch' with the land, and 
the psychology of his characters is brilliantly observed. He is 
greatly assisted by the uniformly excellent performances from 
his repertory cast and his insistence on authentic language: the 
'outsiders' speak standard Italian, whereas the rest of the actors 
speak the heavily-accented local dialect. Also worthy of note 
is Tommasi's eerily appropriate score, far more chilling than 
anything by Goblin. Avati's film is best summed up by one of its 
own characters who comments, "Only a really great artist could 
have given such an expression to death."

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COUNTERS OF THE FOURTH KIND and VACANZE PER UN 
MASSACRO) puts in a notable performance as a sex hungry, 
scar-faced sadist. In a repeat of his SALON KITTY performance, 
future BEAST IN HEA T Salvatore Boccaro can be glimpsed briefly 
molesting another unfortunate woman. Truly demented and 
reasonably entertaining trash which sometimes veers into Monty 
Pythonesque absurdity.

Undercover photographer/reporter Emanuelle goes undercover 
to expose a gun-runner's 'harem' in California (where we are 
treated to the sight of a horse being masturbated). Emanuelle 
meets an Italian aristocrat who invites her to Venice for a 
threesome with his wife and later to an orgy. Back in the USA 
she infiltrates an exclusive club where rich women are serviced 
by 'stallions' (cue some hard-core footage). It's here that she first 
witnesses the grainy 'snuff' footage which makes the uncut 
version of this film so incredible. Having escaped from the stud 
club by seducing the lesbian in charge, Emanuelle resolves to 
track down the man responsible, a slimey Washington Senator. 
After their inevitable sexual encounter he drugs her and flies 
her off to South America to witness the filming of of one of these 
death movies first hand. Unfortunately, having gained the evi¬ 
dence, her editor shelves the sensational story due to political 
pressure. The cop-out ending has Emanuelle and her boyfriend 
going to a tropical idyll, only to be disturbed by a boisterous film 
crew - “Paradise lost" he moans. The amazing thing about this 
film is the extremely convincing use of snuff sequences. 
Massaccesi utilizes shakey, hand-held cameras, scratches on 
the film and rough edits to make the truly disturbing scenes of 
women being tortured and killed seem real. Of course, none of 
these scenes were included in the version which was released 
to UK cinemas and subsequently on video. We can only hope that 
British trading standards officers don't get hold of the uncut 
version or they'll begin another moral panic by spouting on to the 
gullible press about the existence of genuine snuff movies.

A group of oil explorers discover the last cannibalistic tribe in 
South East Asia and have to fight for their survival. Having been 
captured by the tribe and forced to endure various humiliations, 
Massimo Foschi escapes with the help of Me Me Lai. This was 
the second Italian film in a curious sub-genre, with an essentially 
racist sub-text view of the Third World, which began with 
Umberto Lenzi's IL PAESSE DEL SELVAGGIO/DEEP RIVER 
SAVAGES in 1972 There is the usual use of stock wildlife footage 
and unforgivable animal cruelty (a crocodile is garotted and 
disembowelled).This film, along with PSYCHIC KILLER, com¬ 
prised the first of many X -rated double-bills I went to see at the 
cinema in the days before mainstream only multiplexes. 


Second Opinion: CANNIBAL HOLOCA US Tis generally consid¬ 
ered to be a more powerful film and in its visions of cruelty, 
ULTIMO MONDO CANNIBALE cant be compared. But to this 
viewer, Deodato's earlier film is the more powerful. None of the 
characters in HOLOCAUST reveal much emotional depth - 
they're all assholes who, because of their callous actions 
deserve to die. They are the monsters, not the natives. On the 
contrary, ULTIMO offers an innocent man who is transformed 
by his horrific experiences into a savage.' This is more 
disturbing. Another factor HOLOCAUST doesn't have is the 
lyrically beautiful actress Me Me Lai. Unlike the other cannibals, 
she's innocent and sympathetic which makes her punishment all 
the more horrible: she's beheaded, slit from throat to crotch and 
then hollowed out like a canoe! Me Me could be considered the 
Queen of the Cannibals because she was also in Umberto

A 
considerable improvement on the directors previous stab at a 
giallo, iL GATTO DAGLI OCCHI DI GIADA, this film has a 
suitably labyrinthine plot, effective shock cuts and well orches¬ 
trated murders. Bido has obviously taken his cue from both 
Dario Argento (Cipriani's synthesizer score imitates Goblin's 
music in SUSPIRIA) and Pupi Avati (the casting of Lino 
Capolicchio, who plays a character similair to the one in LA 
CASA DALLE FINESTRE CHE RIDONO). but originality has 
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never been a strong point of Italian thrillers. Unlike other 
Venetian films of the period, such as NERO VENEZIANO and 
GIALLOA VENEZIA, excellent use is made of the city's winding 
passages and claustrophobic waterways. Oh, and there's some 
J&B whisky.
